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Hollywood Howl's 33rd Easter 


Just 33 years ago, a small friendly 
group of men, women and children 
gathered in the spot that is now the 
sreat Hollywood Bowl amphitheatre 
to greet the Easter dawn with an 
inspiring sacred service. 

That group realized the import- 
ance of such an observance in such 
a beautiful setting and through their 
efforts has grown the internationally 
famous: Hollywood Bowl Easter Sun- 
rise Service now known to millions 
through the medium of radio and 
television. 

The story of the Hollywood Bowl 
Easter Sunrise Service must start 
with the Community Sing of Holly- 
wood and its president-emeritus, the 
dynamic Mrs. Artie Mason Carter. 

The Sing held its first sunrise ser- 
vices in other locations, but the huge 
congregations made it necessary to 
find more room. 

Mrs. Carter suggested the lovely 
rustic setting that is now the amphi- 
theatre of Hollywood Bowl. She went 
to W. A. Clark, Jr.. founder of the 
Los Angeles Philharmonic Orchestra, 
and asked that the orchestra furnish 
the musical portion of the program. 

The service was a success and the

setting so perfect for music that a 
plan for playing concerts in the 
amphitheatre was developed. This 
led to the famed Symphonies under 
the Stars and development of the 
Hollywood Bowl. 


Among the pioneers still active in 
the Easter programs is Hugo Kirch- 
hofer, director of the “Living Cross” 
chorus of teen age boys and girls. 
Mr. Kirchhofer has been the leader 
of the Community Sing continuously 
since its formation and has faithfully 
performed his duties as director of 
the children’s chorus. He has the 
honor to be the man who gave the 
name Hollywood Bowl to that famous 
center of music. 


Planning for the Easter service 
begins shortly after the New Year 
when the first meeting of committees 
is held. At once the general forma- 
tion of the program is discussed and 
committee assignments made. 


The Easter sunrise program is pro- 
duced on a strictly volunteer basis. 
More than 1500 men, women and 
children have a part in the success 
of this venture. Youth of the com- 
munity has always taken an active 
part in the production. From Holly-

Community Service! What a wealth of loyal, impartial, generous and 
loving qualities these two words imply! They have found continuous 
expression in the membership of the SING (as it is affectionately called) 
ever since it held its first Tuesday evening meeting at the opening of the 
first world war, when Bessie Bartlett Frankel and nine friendly neighbors 
invited Hugo Kirchhofer to direct them in an hour of singing. Mrs. A. R. 
Gates volunteered to play the accompaniments. An invitation was extended 
thru the press for others to join them. The audiences grew each week. 
As each newcomer found comfort and uplift through singing, each brought a 
friend, and so - - - the SING became an established Community Service 
in 1917. 

The amazing part of its history is that the SING is a volunteer organiza- 
tion. There are no dues. One may become an active member for one 
dollar a year. A sustaining or contributing member for any amount one 
cares to give, or one may just come to enjoy and listen. The Song Books 
are fifty cents. They contain early folk songs of different nations, favor- 
ite Hymns, humorous numbers and even Grand Opera selections! Part- 
singing is a delightful experience, yet a Soprano-wife may sit next to her 
Bass-husband and both voices blend with singers in front and back of 
them. The hundreds who now attend are FRIENDS coming together to 
enjoy each other and their own music-making which is the highest form 
of harmony in the world today. 

The fascinating files of printed programs throughout the years record the 
names of well known musicians, composers, dancers, actors, authors whose 
arts have made history for California as well as the nation. These noble 
men and women contributed their talents to the SING again and again 
when called upon. What glorious evenings the following names recall:

Those 
responsible for the success of this sacred event work tirelessly and un- 
selfishly for many weeks in advance of Easter so that the program will be 
one of rich inspiration. They work without hope of reward. They are 
motivated by a sincere desire reverently to perpetuate the resurrection of 
the Master. 

This page is dedicated to the memory of three such faithful workers 
who passed away since the 1952 Easter Sunrise Service. 


MRS. GEORGE (BURDETTE HASTINGS) CHAPMAN, had been 
identified with the Hollywood Bowl Easter Sunrise Service virtually from 
its inception. She had served in many capacities and was one of those 
responsible for establishing the Hollywood Bowl Easter Sunrise Service 
as a community, non-profit corporation. She had served as its president 
until her passing. Burdette Chapman was a loyal, cheerful worker who 
inspired others to work with equal zest. She had taken an active interest 
in many civic ventures, was for many years secretary of the Hollywood 
Bowl Association, helped organize the Women’s Division of the Hollywood 
Chamber of Commerce and gave bountifully of time and money to many 
enterprises for the betterment of living. 

MAUDE LOUISE HAMLIN was responsible for collecting the lilies 
which form the beautiful floral setting for all Easter Sunrise Services in 
the Bowl. She devoted 20 hours a day for weeks coordinating the vast 
detail necessary to assure an adequate number of calla lilies. There were 
days when she remained fixed to the telephone urging donations of lilies. 
She worked out designs so that each spring a new kind of display was 
set before the admiring public. She often said she wished she could collect 
as many as 50,000 lilies. Several years before her passing she helped 
count 75,000 blooms that went into a never-to-be-forgotten arrangement on 
the forestage in front of the shell. Often Maude Louise Hamlin worked 
until the small hours before dawn setting up the flowers then she took a 
short nap in one of the dressing rooms and was on hand at the first note 
of the trumpets to see the first glint of sun wash its rays over the pure 


white lilies she and her co-workers had put into place.

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Hollywood Bow! Concerts 


World Famous Symphonies under the Stars came into being as a result 
of friendly community effort inspired by the successful Easter Sunrise 
Service given in the Bowl in the spring of 1921. 


Artie Mason Carter was president of the Community Sing and through 
her dynamic personality the Easter service was developed. She received 
from William Andrews Clark, Jr., the use of the Los Angeles Philharmonic 
Orchestra as a donation to the first Easter service on Olive Hill. The 
popularity of the Easter service caused it to give the 1921 service on the 
hillside area now known as Hollywood Bowl. 


Mrs. Carter then suggested the idea of symphony concerts in the open 
air and in July, 1922 the first such concert was held with the Los Angeles 
Philharmonic Orchestra on the stage. This orchestra has played virtually 
every season since. 


The 32nd consecutive season of Symphonies under the Stars will open 
Tuesday night, July 14, it is announced by Ray W. Smith, general manager 
of the Hollywood Bowl Association. 


The Bowl, largest natural amphitheatre in the world, is owned by the 
County of Los Angeles subject to a 99-year lease to the civic, non-profit 
Hollywood Bowl Association of which Neil Petree is president. 


Pattern of the 1953 summer season will follow the general and highly 
successful plan of last summer. During the 8-week series Symphonies under 
the Stars will be given Tuesday and Thursday nights with internationally 
renowned conductors on the podium and featuring noted vocal and instru- 
mental soloists. 


Saturday “Pops” will offer programs of wide general appeal. Season 
ticket buyers have a choice of three types of season: they may buy the 
entire series of Tuesday-Thursday and Saturday Pops, or the Symphonies 
under the Stars singley or the Saturday Pops singley. This plan of ticket 
buying proved very popular last summer. 


Another popular offering for the season buyer is the Starlight Notes 
for use in the Starlight Section of the Bowl. These tickets are sold in 
books at popular prices. 


During the past winter much attention was given to landscaping and 
beautifying the Bowl. The new ramps leading into the seating area of the 
amphitheatre have added to the convenience of the patrons of the Bowl 
and every effort is being made to add facilities for parking cars during 
the coming season. 


The season of Symphonies under the Stars and Saturday Pops is co- 
sponsored by the Hollywood Bowl Association and the Southern California 
Symphony Association (sponsor of the Los Angeles Philharmonic Orchestra).

join the “Living Cross” chorus, Camp 


Fire Girls, Boy Scouts and other 
groups all have a part to play. 

In order to preserve the service on 
a strictly community basis, the Hol- 
lywood Bowl Easter Service was in- 
corporated a few years ago. Otto K. 
Olesen, president of the corporation 
and general chairman of the service, 
is responsible for the coordination 
of the many committees and their 
far flung activities. 

Mrs. Lawrence Downs, past presi- 
dent of the Women’s Club of Holly- 
wood, is program chairman and Mrs. 
Leiland Atherton Irish, long promi- 


nent in civic, club and music organ- 
izations, is co-chairman. 

As many as 100,000 calla lilies have 
been collected for display at Holly- 
wood Bowl Easter Sunrise Services. 
Garden clubs, service organizations 
and scores of individuals join in the 
work of collecting lilies from all sec- 
tions of Southern California. Mrs. 
Bess Van Doren is Chairman of the 
Lily Committee. She works faith- 
fully to assure a display of exquisite 
beauty for each service. Several 
hundred members of the Lily Com- 
mittee call on the donors of lilies. 
Automobiles laden with the blossoms 
make their way to the Bowl in time 
for the committee to begin arranging 
the lilies into the pattern planned for 
the decorations.
